Biographical History of Milam, Williamson, Bastrop, Travis, Lee 
and Burleson Cos., Texas. Lewis Pub. Co. 1893 ; 


Hon, Felix E. Smith, deceased, whose record is an’ honor to his 
country and a just source of pride to his descendants, was born in 
Lincoln county, TIN, Aug. 10, 1831. He secured an inferior education. | 
in the common schools of his day, but by close application to his 
studies fitted himself for teaching. This profession was not fol-~ 
lowed through life, however, but was abandoned for agpriculture, which. 
he regarded superior to all other callings, in that excellent. | 
health was easily secured, as independent living was certain, and 
leisure time for intellectual pursuits could be enjoyed. His resid- 
ence in Texas began in 1851, when he located with his father near 
Bluff Springs, seven miles south of Austin; there he lived, pros- 
pered, reared a family, and died, the date of his passing into the 
great unknown being February 5, 1891. 
At the beginning of hostilities between the North and South he 
declared himself ready to do and dare for the fair Southland. 
He was commissioned First Lieutenant of Captain Carrington's com- 
pany, and served in the trans-Mississippi Department; he was later 
transferred to the Rio Grande country, and his company drew the 
last rations issued by the Confederate government. Before the war 
he was elected County Commissioner, and frequently held the office 
of Justice of the Peace, conducting the affairs of this office with 
entire satisfaction to the public. His name was presented as 4 
candidate for the Fourteenth General Assembly of the State of Texas, 
to which he was elected, Recognizing his superior ability and un- .- 
usual fitness for the management of public business, he was returned, 
to the Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth and Twenty-first Assemblies. 
He introduced the bill that gave Texas her magnificent capitol, 
he was largely instrumental in passing the bill creating an egdow- 
ment fund for the State University, and was especially the repre- 
sentative of the agricultural interests of the State; he labored 
zealously for the passage of the laws looking to the amelioration 
the condition of farmers. Possessing a wide and deep sympathy 
“or the sufferings of humanity he was every ready to lend assis- 
tance to the needy and distressed, and his charities extended to 
@ll classes. He was one of the most extensive farmers of the county, 
and owned besides his homestead of 700 acres lands in Travis and 
Hays counties, aggregating 2,000 acres, He was @ prominent Mason, 
belonging to the order of Knight Templars, a 
He returned to Tennessee in 1856, and there the 32d day of Oct- 
ober was united in marriage to Mary S. Mann, a daughter of Matthew 
Robinson Mann, Mr, Mann was a native of Virginia, and was left 
an orphan in childhood, his mother dying when he was three weeks 
old, and his father passing away a few years later. He married 
Elizabeth Turner, a daughter of Captain John Turner, of the war 
of 1812, and of this union ten children were born: Newton, Martha 
E., deceased, was the wife of Benjamin Frame; Samira Ann, deceased, 
was the wife of Charles Woods; Judith Eveline, deceased, married 
John Ww. Syler; John Turner, deceased; Sarah, died in early life; 
Mary S,, born April 18, 1838, is the wife of the subject of this 
sketch; Matthew R. died in military prison at Fort Donelson; Susan, 


deceased, was the wife of a Mr. Syler; Ruth, the youngest, married 
Joe Syler,

Mr, and Mrs, Smith had born to them a family of 12 children: 
Elizabeth Alma, born Aug. 20, 1857, is the wife of Robert F, Round- 
tree (deceased), and the mother of six children; William Stark, 
born Oct. 7, 1859, resides in Los Angeles, CA; he married Novella, 

a daughter of Dr. Stovall; Nancy, born April 15, 1862, is the wife of 
William H, Thaxton; Matthew Mann Smith is a graduate of the State 
University and of Jefferson Medical College, Philadelphia, and 
practices in Austin; James N., a graduate of the State University, 

igs practicing law in Austin; Jom Turner, born March 2, 1870, was 
educated as a civil engineer; Wade Morris, born Aug. 6, 1872, is 

a student at the State University; Mary Leonora, born Dec. 31, 1874, is 
also a student at the State University; Felix Ezelle was born Oct. 
31, 1876; Lewis and Lawrence, twins, were born Nov, 24, 1878; 
Lawrence died at birth, and Lewis at the age of two years; Georgie 
Ruth was born March 11, 1884, 

The Rev. William S. Smith, father of the Hon, Felix F. Smith, was 
porn in Caswell county, NC, in 1797, the youngest son of William and. 
Mary Smith, natives of Virginia. In 1817 the parents removed to 
LCT, where the father died in 1830 and the mother in 1824, During 
the Revolutionary struggle every member of this family stood in 
defense of the young country against her cruel mother, The Rev. 

Mr, Smith emigrated to Texas in 1851. He was twice married: first, 
to the beautiful Miss Mildred Roundtree, who died with her infant 
child within two years after her marriage; the second union was 

with a sister of the first wife, Miss Nancy Roundtree, @ most accom- 
plished and amiable woman; they lived in peace and happiness for 
fifty years, and reared a family of eight children: Lieutenant John 
M. Smith died in the Confederate service in Arkansas, two other 

sons are planters in Travis county, and the fourth son is he whose 
name stands at the beginning of this biographical sketch; the four 
daughters are all married to men of high standing in their commun- 
ities, The father was a well-known and greatly respected man, 4 
most efficient clergyman of the Baptist Church; his wife, an exem- 
plary woman, was well fitted to be the companion of so worthy a man, 
and both lives were dedicated to the service of God, in that they 
were devoted to aiding their fellowmen,.

A SOLDIER'S GRAVE 
(Taken from the Fayetteville Observer) February 21, 1889 


During the early days of the war 4 Confederate soldier died here 
and was buried by his comrades in the Ferry Field south of town, 
where they were encamped. No one here was acquainted with him or 
knew his name, and there was nobody to attend to his grave so that 
the mound gradually disappeared till now there is nothing to mark 
the place and the exact spot might be difficult to locate, The 
company of which he was a member was from Sullivan county, East 
Tenn., and at the time of his death was on the way to take a part 
in the battle of Shiloh, The following letters establish the iden- 
tity of the dead soldier - 


Columbus, GA., Feb'ty 18th, 1889 
Ed, Observer - There is a man buried at the mouth of the creek at 
the old ferry below town. The grave used to be very plain some years 
ago when as boys we would go in a washing. Mr. Henderson, of the 
firm of McNelly & Henderson, Talladega, Ala., tells who it is and 
the circumstances of death, It might-be of interest to publish it.

Talladega, Ala,, Febty 7th, 1889. 
R.H. Gray, Evergreen, Ala, - Sir: Yours of the 18th at hand. In 
reply: The man you ask about was by the name of Slager, of Co, G, 
19th Tenn, Regt. I have forgotten his given name, but am of the 
impression that it was James, While we lay near that stone bridge 
in January or the early part of February, 1862, he was killed acci- 
dently while out rabbit hunting - no one knew how. We were on our 
way from the battle of Fishing Creek, and had stopped there a day

DR. WILLIAM STEWART 
(Taken from the Fayetteville Observer February 21, 1889 ) 


Wednesday morning, the 13th inst., Dr. Wm. Stewart was surprised 
at his residence near Molino, The program was arranged by his 
children and friends to honor him in the celebration of the eight- 
ieth anniversary of his birthday. The day was bright and pleasant. 


A procession was formed just before coming in view of the house, 
with the Molino band in front. With an appropriate selection by 
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the band the line moved up the hill to the Stewart residence. The 
house and yard soon were crowded. The apartments usually so quiet 
resounded with voices, and smiling faces revealed the good cheer of 
the company, While the band played a table was erected in the yard, 
which the ladies loaded with the choicest viands. The next thing 

was to relieve the table of a part of its burden. The crowd, al- 
though large, was inadequate to the task, and enough remained to 
supply another crowd, as large as the one present. 


Dinner being over, Rev, A.s. Sloan entertained us with reminiscences .. 
of Dr, Stewart's father and grandfather. He spoke of the valiant 
service rendered in the Revolutionary war by his father, One inci- 
dent among others, while on board a ship when a battle was raging, 

he was leaning against a beam loading 4 musket, The beam was shot 
from under him and he fell to the deck. Some one said "Stewart's 
dead." He jumped to his feet, exclaimed "No, I'm still in the fight" 
and continued to pour the contents of his musket into the enemy. 

Mr, Sloan closed by giving an account of Dr. Stewart's successful 
career as a physician, and the good influence he had wielded. He 
stated that Dr. Stewart, Capt. Robt. Montgomery, who was present, 

and himself were born in the same néighborhood in South Carolina. 
Rev, A,B. Coleman, after pronouncing quite an eulogy on the life and 
character of Dr, Stewart, closed by congratulating him on his rapid 
recovery from an illness which seemed next to an impossibility. His 
convalescence seems little short of miraculous. 


Rev. O.¥. Bonner followed with an illustration of the superiority 
of & Christian physician over a worldly or dissipated. one, and de- 
monstrated that the community had been blessed in the peer eee 
of a doctor who not only administers to the suffering pody, but 
also to a sin sick soul. 


Dr, Stewart then came forward and said he could not repay his friends 
for their kindness during his recent illness. He mentioned a num- 
ber of incidents where he had barely escaped with his life. Why 

he knew not, but his life was still spared. After making some prac- 
tical application of scripture, he closed by saing "What am I Living 
for?" Let each one ask himself the same question. 


Capt, Montgomery repeated a psalm appropriate to the occasion and it 
was sung by all with great earnestness. ty 


The band then caused the hills to echo with musical strains, It 
was late in the afternoon when the company began to disperse, ie saa 
the band struck up "Home Sweet Home." Thus ended one of the most 
enjoyable days that has occurred in our experience for 4 long time; 
and may he who had attained four score years on that day have many 
more years added to his useful life.

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EARLY HISTORY OF LINCOLN CO., IN 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer March 23, 1939 


(Editor's Note--The following is an article prepared by Mrs. Rebecca 
Pitts Hamilton for the Jr. Round Dozen club. It contains many facts 
regarding Lincoln .sunty that should be of interest to the readers. ) 


In the year 1810 while the sound of the shot fired at Concord Bridge, 
and heard round the world, was still echoing and reverberating in 

the hearts of men everywhere, proclaiming the glorious truth that 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness are the inalienable rights 
of all men, in such an hour Lincoln county, with Fayetteville as its 
county seat was born. 


But let us go back to the days prior to 1810. As early as 1784 

land explorers passed through this section and some surveys were 

made and some few grants issued prior to 1790. North Carolina grants 
for land in this county were made as early as.1793. In the spring of 
1804 James Bright, at the head of a surveying party, passed where 
Fayetteville now stands, striking Elk river at the mouth of Norris 
creek, He found a very rank growth of cane and occasionally dis-~ 
covered Indian trails. Near Fayetteville he found a deposit of 
periwinkle and muscle shells, giving evidence of an Indian village 
site, and by some it is supposed that this was the village in which 
DeSoto camped through the winter of 1540-41. This supposition has 
been strengthened by the finding of a coin bearing the inscription 

of the Caesars, 


It is impossible to tell who first settled within the present bounds 
of Lincoln county but the earliest recollection is of Ezekiel Norris 
in 1804. He settled on his grant of 1,280 acres of land at the mouth 
of Norris creek and this creek is all that now bears his name in the 
county. He was a shrewd man, Being led to donate 100 acres of 

land for the county seat under false representation that other par- 
ties had made the same offer, he afterward sued the county and re- 
covered $700 for the land. 


Some of the first citizens of the county were James Bright, who seems 
to have been one of the most important and influential men of the 
day, John Greer, a very wealthy man who settled near the 

mouth of Cane creek; Joseph Greer, who settled near Petersburg. 


Other settlements on Norris creek were made prior to 1810 by Ebene~- 
zer McEwen, Robt. Higgins, Amos Small and Philip Fox. It is said 
that Davy Crockett also lived in the vicinity of the waters of Mul- 
perry in 1809-10, 


Michael Robinson was one of the first settlers on Coldwater creek, 
but an old man, named Abbot lived in that part of the county 5 years 
before he knew anyone else lived within 100 miles of him, A man 
named Peyton Wells was the first to make a home in the vicinity of 
Wells hill, He kept a noted "ordinary" or tavern. 


Many grants were made and are recorded in this book but it would 

bore you to listen to them, and there were doubtless many grants made 
that were not recorded and many made and the records lost. But on 

- account of the climate and fertilesoil, settlers were attracted to 
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Lincoln county and in 1833 it had a population of 10,788 free white 
persons. Since then parts of the county have been formed into other 
counties and in 1880 the population was 26,000. 


Early pioneers found it no trivial matter to develop their farms and 
raise families. Not only was farming to be developed but milling, 
merchandizing, schools and churches all required attention. However, 
these people were happy in their condition and various were their 
amusements. Fayetteville, Petersburg and Arnold's store, (now 
Smithland), were noted places for settlement of all grudges in pum- 
melling fights. The audience enjoyed this very much and it was 
their duty to see fair play. No weapons were to be used and it was 
not fair to bite. In Fayetteville there was @ grocery in which 
fighting was such a common occurrence Militia musters were also big 
days of entertainment. 

Taverns were numerous and were situated in all parts of the county 
‘without regard to towns. These taverns were known as ordinaries 

and houses of entertainment, 
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Elk river was crossed by means of ferries. One of the first of which 
was owned by Ezekiel Norris. 


Produce was marketed by means of flatboats carrying it out of 
‘Elk river and down to New Orleans and by wagons to Nashville, the 
very earliest merchants obtained their goods mainly from Baltimore 

and brought them here by wagon from that city. The firm of Estill 

& Garner was composed of experienced flatboat men, They took 

out boats each year to New Orleans and returned by foot, At 

first cotton was not raised in Lincoln county to any extent and 

had to be fréighted from Alabama by wagons. 


There was little trouble with Indians. They frequented these 

first settlements but did little damage, It 1s nanded down by 
eBliable tradition that 3 men were scalped by the Indians while 
searching for a horse. Another incident occurred wherein the 
Indians forced their way into a house where 4 woman was making 
soap. She hid herself behind a door with a gourd full of. boiling 
soap, and upon their entrance she anointed the dirty redskins 
with telling effect, causing them to flee for cooler. parts. 


_ The first county court met Monday, February 26, 1810 at the- 
‘house of Brice M, Garner and justices of the peace were qualified 
and certain taxes set and a committee appointed to locate the 
county seat. That committee consisted of Harvey Holman, Wright 
Williams, Littleton Duty, Eli Garrett and John Whitaker. 


The first court house built was only for temporary use, until 
‘another could be erected. It was 18x20, built with round jogs, 
and covered with a good cabin roof. It was built in 1811 on 
one corner of the square by James Fuller, for $35. It had 4 

seat for the jury, court, and bar, and a resting place for the 
feet ‘of thé court, all of good plank. The first jail was built 
in*1810 with logs not less than 12 inches in diameter and 10 feet 
long. In.1811 a contract for a new two-story brick court house 
was let for $3,995. The court afterward allowed $750 extra 

for the work. thus making the total $4,745. This court house was 
torn,down in 1873 and the present one was erected for $29,579.30.

Hardly had the white settlers begun to organize their lives and clear 
their land for farming when war became eminent. - 


(A list of the companies organized in Lincoln county was not given 
in this history. And as to the part the ladies took in the war I 
will give you this.):- 


Fayetteville was first entered by the Federals on April 9, 1862, 
causing a sudden suspension of business. They withdrew after a two 
months! stay and returned in the spring of 1863 and remained until 
1865, They used the court house as a stable for the horses part 

of the time and for protection of troops at other times, The court 
house was surrounded by a bomb-proof wall about 6 feet high built 
of brick. The whole county was impoverished by the foraging armies 
passing to and fro, Sherman's whole army on its march from Memphis 
to Chattanooga passed through Fayetteville and crossed Elk river on 
the Stone bridge; which, affording an excellent passage over the 
river, caused many of the armies, both Federals and Confederates to 
pass through Fayetteville. When the Federals were camped in Fayette 
ville they caused a complete standstill in business, burned many 
buildings and were credited with killing two of our good citizens, 
Judge J.R, Chilcoat and John Massey, a Confederate soldier. 


After the war was over the soldiers returned home to take up their 
lives and live in. more peaceful times. They found their stock gone, 
fences burned and their buildings going to rack or entirely des- 
troyed, So the cost of the war to Lincoln county could hardly be 
estimated, The war over their thoughts turned to business, educa- 
tion and religion. 


The first newspaper in Fayetteville was the Fayetteville Correspon~ 
dent, edited and published by David Augustine Hays, But onl a few 
numbers were issued. The Fayetteville Observer was established in 
1850, withstood the war and continued to be a thriving paper, edited 
and published by N.O. Wallace. 


(Cont'd on March 30, 1939) 


The Lincoln Savings Bank was established in 1870 with a capital of 
$100,000, did a seemingly good business but suspended in 1884, jar- 
ring the financial status of the whole county. Then the First 
National Bank was organized in June, 1873, having as its first pres- 
ident, the Hon, Geo. W. Jones. 


There were many lodges of all orders established throughout the 
county. In fact lodges of all secret societies for men seemed to 
be very popular, 


A short summary of the small communities about the county: 
About 1815 Geo, Leonard settled where Petersburg now is and cleared 
up the land and erected a cotton fin, 


Mulberry began to exist as a village about 1840. 


Boonshill was one of the first post offices established in the 
county. 


“Dellrose was first known as Roosterville, Hag Bruce was the 
founder and first merchant end the year of its pirth was 1867. 
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_ Booneville received its name from Capt, Nathan Boone. 
 Smithland was known as George's store until 1884. 


Camargo was established in 1849 and was a flourishing village prior 
to the war. er 4 


Lincoln was settled mainly by northern people who went to that place 


after the war... 


 Blora was formerly known as Baxter Station and only dates its begin- 
ning since the building of the Fayetteville and Decherd branch rail- 
road. 


Flintville, 12 miles from Fayetteville, on the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga railroad, sprung into existence since the building of that 
road, and was first known as Cunningham's Station. 


Kelsojs first merchant was A,S. Fulton, 


It. seems that every phase of business and pleasure was attended to 
before the thoughts of the settlers turned to the education of their 
children, Of course some parents who were capable, had taught their 
children, but, there was no organized education. But after a time, 
by agreement, settlers would meet to build a schoolhouse in the dif- 
ferent localities, These buildings were of logs with a door in 
one end and a fireplace in the other end. However, not all of them 
had fireplaces and those that had them generally allowed the escape 
of the smoke through a large hole in the roof, there being no chim- 
neys to them, This was the condition of the. schoolhouses even 
through the twenties, The seats were made of poles split open, 
supported on legs about 3 inches long and with the flat side up. 
Light was admitted through an opening made by leaving out one log 
along the sides of the building. A bench or plank for writing was 
supported on pins driven in the log just beneath the window. Each 
pupil took whatever book he could Find. Some studied the "Life of 
Washington" others the "Life of Marion" and a few would take 4 
Clarion (the paper then published at Nashville) to school and learn 
from that, These were pay schools, the tuition being from 75¢ to 
$1.00 per pupil for a month, Various were the rules and require- 
ments of these schools. Each teacher had new rules. But an invar~ 
able custom was to make the teacher "treat or take a ducking" on 
_ Christmas and at the close of school. Reading and writing were the 
/. main subjects taught, but arithmetic was sometimes taught. 


(Cont'd April 6, 1939) 


Prior to 1820 (probably as early as 1815) the Fayette Academy was 
established, This was a county academy and derived its support 
from a state fund. Then there came into existence the Fayetteville 
Female Collegiate Institute. The land for which was donated by 
James Bright. This institution was under the control of a company 
and. board of trustees, Allhough it was called the Fayetteville 
Female Collegiate Institute, both sexes were admitted. The Mulberry 
Female Academy was established in 1630 and existed as such until 
, £869 when it wag consolidated with Mulberry Male Acadeemy which 
nad been existing since 1844, Viney Grove Academy was founded by 
the Rev. Henry Bryson end comiueted with great enceess by him for 
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many years, This school once ranked with the standard educational 
institutions of the south. There was also an academy at Boonshill 
which was founded before the war, Then there were such institutions 
scattered about over the county as Petersburg Masonic Academy, at 
Petersburg; Oak Hill Institute, Nixon Springs Academy, near Smithland,; 
Hopewell Academy, at Lincoln; and Greenwood Academy, At the period 
of 1886 the public schools were gaining in favor, There were 84 
public schools for white and 31 for colored people. 


As in all new counties, the first settlers of this section were more 
accustomed to the sound of the hunting horn and chasing hound than to 
pulpit oratory on the Sabbath. However, many good Christian people 
were among the first pioneers and they had scripture readings and 
even preached sermons at different residences and in the court house 
and frequently people assembled at some spot in the woods to hear a 
sermon, In 1811 the earthquake shock which was so plainly felt here 
was by many regarded as the approach of the Last Day, and consequent- 
ly many accessions to the Christian flock were made, For a consider- 
able time afterward big meetings were held and a great revival was 
experienced, but after a time a lull in the tide came. But some of 
the more sincere Christians were doing a good work and as early as 
1808 a church was organized at the Forks of Mulberry and prospered 
well even in 1886, It is a Primitive Baptist, having the Rev. Hardy 
Holman for its first pastor. There were several churches of this 
faith in the county, In the fall of 1812 the Presbyterian church of 
Fayetteville with the Rev. John Gillespie as pastor, was established. 
Bethel church of the Associate Reformed Presbyterian denomination 
was organized in 1830 by the Rev. H. Bryson. 


Cane Creek Cumberland Presbyterian church was organized in 1817 by 
the Rev. R. Donnell. 


The M.E, church of Fayetteville was organized prior to 1829. The 
Rev. Joshua Kilpatrick was its pastor. 


The Christians had nine organizations throughout the county and in 
Fayetteville. 


The Hard Shell Baptists had two small congregations. 


The Episcopal church has only the one church in Fayetteville, and 
it was organized in 1882 and in 1883 they built the little stone 
building which is now used for worship. There is also a United 
Presbyterian church at Lebanon and the Missionary Baptists have 
several churches in the county. 


Lincoln county takes her name from Benjamin Lincoln of Revolutionary 
fame, Lincoln was a rugged soul, more honored for his military 
prowess than for his courtly grace. Rough and sometimes even harsh 
he was uncompromising in his pursuit of noble ends, stern in his 
judgments on idleness and indolence, pouring out the vials of his 
wrath upon any who, deeming his course a light thing, gave less than 
all himself in the conquest of a common foe, Yet for all the stern, 
unyielding umcompromising exterior of the man, there flowed through 
his soul, as it were a great river, @ boundless generosity, 4 depth 
of charity and love.

In this bicentennial year, 1976, it is interesting to reflect and call 
to rememberance some of the things of the past. In this issue Bob 
Allen Gray, LPN on the third floor, day shift, supplied a picture of 
the Francis Marion Ventress School that once stood on Gray's Lane in 
the Liberty Community. This man and his school are particularly in- 
teresting to the employees at Lincoln County Hospital since three of 
then, Gary Smith, LPN in surgery, Jim Ventress, chief maintenance 
engineer and Mr. Gray are descendants of or are related to him 

Francis Marion Ventress was born Dec. 15, 1821 and died Sept. 6, 
1901. He and his brother settled in the Mt. Misery area and developed 
a large farm extending from Liberty Road to the Prospect Community. 
Mr, Ventress lived on Mt, Misery during the Civil War. 

This school was operated from 1874 until 1900. In 1900 the Mc- 
Laughlin School opend and was located on the present Rambo farm, This 
school served the community until 1910 when the McGee School opened on 
Stewarts Creek in the Renegar Community near J.D. Daniel's Grocery. 
This school served the community until 1915 when the Liberty School 
was opened, The Liberty School served the area for 40 years until 
1955 and the students went to Eighth District and other schools. 

The Liberty School Building was turned over to the Liberty Commun- 
ity and‘is still maintained and used ag the -community Center Building.

The above publication of camp meeting songs, words only, was 
pought May 25, 1821 in Statesville, Surry Co., North Carolina. 
The first owner was David Ashby, who married an Elisabeth Welch 
142 June 1823. Other signatures in the pook include Phillip 
Wishon, May 25, 1823, Benjamin Wishon, 1828, Ellender Wishon — 
Dec, 15, 1830. All the writing is faded and difficult to read. 


The names of D.W. Baity, 1836, and Mary T. Joiner are in the book, 
married 23 Sept 1826, we know that they were the parents of my 
great, great, grandmother, Elisabeth C. Baity Hoots, wife of Wiley 
F, Hoots, married, 11 Nov. 1853. Elisabeth's daughter, Amanda BE. 
married Isaac S$. Groce in 1886 and their child, Lillie B. Groce 
Brindle is my grandmother. 


A bit of hand woven blue plaid material was fashioned into a cover 
for this book and heavy thread used to secure the spine of the 

book by Amanda Hoots, probably accounting for the fact that it 
survived until today. Amanda died at age 32 in 1901, and my grand ~ 
mother, Lillie kept her mother's little book until she gave it to 
my mother in 1949 shortly before her death.

Battalion, Ala. Cavalry, was sometimes called Mead's Battalion, 
Capt. (later Lt. Col.) L.G. Mead commanded a company which operated 
very effectively in North Alabama and Tennessee in the summer and = 
fall of 1862. He afterwards raised a number of companies, and his 
men were spoken of as most reckless and daring. They were formed 
into battalions, the Ala. companies being consolidated inve. 

the Twenty-fifth Battalion, in March 1864, under the command of 
Maj. (later Lt. Col.) Milus E. Johnston, and serving in the neigh- 
porhood of the Tennessee river." The Twenty-seventh Terinessee 
"Battalion, consisting of Companies B,D,H.I,K and L comprised 
the regiment, 


The men of this regiment were labeled "bushwackers" by the Union 
forces, probably because they operated "behind" Union Lines, 
Since the Union lines in the North Alabama area were only tenta-~ 
tive, to say the least, this labeling was certainly spurious. 

In any case, this regiment killed, wounded and captured some 
thousands of Union soldiers and kept many more thousands too co- 
cupied to join the expeditions of General William T. Sherman. 


Colonel Johnston, an ordained Methodist minister and known as 
"Old Baldy" to his troopers, surrendered some 200 men at the 
Trough Spring on Monte Sano on i1 May 1865, Col. Mead, refused 
to surrender and escaped across the Tennessessee River with one
